Fiscal Court seeking options 
before removing signs 


The local county govern¬ 
ment, the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court, is taking a hard 
look at recent changes in al¬ 
lowable road signs along 
county road right of ways. 
Specifically a topic of con¬ 
cern for parents in Bracken 
County is the impending 
removal of “Slow Children 
At Play” signs and “Autistic 
Children” and “Hearing Im¬ 
paired” area signs. 

According to Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Earl Bush, “in the 
Spring of the year, Road Dept. 
Supervisor Stacey Florer was 
informed by representatives 
of the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet that “Children 
at Play” signs should be re¬ 
moved from county roads.” 
Likewise, Judge Bush re¬ 
ceived the same information 
at the Buffalo Trace Board of 
Directors monthly meeting. 
County Attorney Mike Clark 
contacted various offices in 
state government as well as 
the county’s insurance car¬ 
rier, KaCo., for guidance on 
this issue. Rob Hans from the 
KY Transportation Cabinet, 
District 6, and Representa¬ 
tive Mike Denham have also 
discussed the liability and 
importance of these signs. 

It seems this issue stems 
from a Georgia lawsuit, 
where a child was hit in an 
area with a “Children at Play” 
sign was posted. The lawsuit 
claimed the county was liable 
due to posting a sign “allow¬ 
ing” children to play in the 
street. While these signs do 
not “allow” children to play 
in the road, it does warn mo¬ 
torists of the possibility due 
to children living in the area. 
Due to the lawsuit and the 
possibility of others like it, 
the county’s insurance car¬ 
rier, KaCo and the Kentucky 
Department of Transporta¬ 



tion, “strongly suggests” that 
only signs listed in the 2012 
Supplement to the 2004 Edi¬ 
tion of the Standard Highway 
signs Manual from the Fed¬ 
eral Highway Administration 
be used, and all others should 
be removed. 

The Fiscal Court is look¬ 
ing into options. One such 
option would be to replace 
the “Children At Play” signs 
with “Congested Area” signs, 
but will not be feasible in 
all settings. Another option 
could be for private citizens 
to place “Children at Play” 
signs or “Autistic Children 
or Hearing Impaired” signs 
on their privately owned 
property, being off of County 
Right of Way. 

The Fiscal Court is very 
aware of the importance of 
these types of signs in pro¬ 
viding some measure of pro¬ 
tection for our children and 
peace of mind to families, 
and will continue to exhaust 
all options available. The 
hard truth though, is that 
some of the signs will be re¬ 
moved in the near future. 

Currently cities such as 
the City of Augusta and the 
City of Brooksville will be 
making their own decisions 
about signs within their city 
limits and are not under the 
responsibility of the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court. Those 
city offices should be con¬ 
tacted with any questions 
concerning those signs.

From The Bracken Record 
January 10, 1876 

The January Term of the 
Quarterly Quart convened on 
Monday last, and in the absence 
of Judge Power, who is confined 
to his room, the bar elected H. 
C. Weaver as a special Judge, 
who took the oath of office and 
presided during the court. 

It was a white Christmas 
this time and farmers who have 
faith in the old Dutch sign see 
visions of bounteous crops 
looming up in the distances 
and are getting ready to enlarge 
their cribs and granaries and 
some of them have even gone 
so far as to engage their harvest 
hands. 

Notwithstanding the in¬ 
tense cold weather, our young 
folks have been putting in a 
vast amount of their time in 
sleighing. 

Our young people are tak¬ 
ing advantage of the heavy 
snow in rigging up sleighs, and 
the tintinnabulation of the bells 
are heard as they merrily glide 


over the ice and over the snow. 
“Oh, it is perfectly charming,” 
as a young lady expressed it. 

Augusta 

The ice on the river is 14 
inches thick. The mercury, on 
Wednesday morning stood 12 
degrees below zero.

Do not seek revenge or bear a grudge against anyone 
among your people, but love your neighbor as yourself. I 
am the LORD. Leviticus 19:18 

Wise men and women of various faiths have told 
us that we should never return evil for evil, but should 
conquer evil with acts of kindness and goodness. The 
Dhammapada puts it this way: "Hatreds never cease 
through hatred in this world; through love alone they 
cease. This is an eternal law.” Saint Paul advises us in the 
twelfth chapter of Romans to "Never repay injury with 
injury" and then quotes the Proverb "If your enemy is 
hungry, give him food to eat; if he is thirsty, give him water 
to drink. In doing this, you will heap burning coals on his 
head, and the Lord will reward you." (Proverbs 25:21- 
22) Saint Paul concludes his kindly advice by saying "Do 
not be overcome by evil, but overcome evil with good."

One of the high¬ 
lights of the class was the 
use of the Firearms Training 
Simulator (FATS) which puts 
participants in actual situa¬ 
tions involving shoot - don’t 
shoot situations.

FATS training. This simula¬ 
tor gives participants an ex¬ 
perience of how quick life 
and death decisions have to 
be made by law enforcement 
officials in the field.

Heating assistance program funds 
available for residents in need 
during frigid winter months 


Winter is several days 
away, but with snow falling 
and temperatures in the region 
dipping below freezing, area 
residents are already begin¬ 
ning to feel the chill of the 
colder season.

How does the wind chill effect 
school being delayed or closed? 


During the winter months 
several factors come into 
play that could delay the start 
of school or cause school to 
be closed all together. One 
such factor is the wind chill 
on a given day. On particu¬ 
larly cold mornings we con¬ 
tinuously monitor the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service and 
closely monitor the weather 
conditions. There are two 
possible scenarios that come 
from the National Weather 
Service: a Wind Chill Advi¬ 
sory and a Wind Chill Warn¬ 
ing. The National Weather 
Service defines the two as the 
following: 

• Wind Chill Advisory: 
Wind Chills between -20 
and -34 degrees and at least 
a 4 mph wind for 3 hours or 
more. 

• Wind Chill Warning: 
Wind Chills -35 degrees and 
below with at least a 4 mph 
wind for 3 hours or more. 

When the National 
Weather Service issues a 
Wind Chill Warning for 
Bracken County for the time 
the school day begins, we 
will make a decision to close 
schools. It is quite likely we 
will make this type of deci¬ 
sion on the morning of the 
day in question as it is hard 
to predict what the wind chill 
will be the night before. If 
there is a Wind Chill Adviso¬ 
ry for the county, schools will 
likely be open unless their are 
operational problems with the 
bus fleet or mechanical prob¬ 


lems in the school buildings. 
Buildings and the bus fleet 
are assessed in the morning 
prior to school by 5:30 a.m. 

As a parent if you deter¬ 
mine that the weather condi¬ 
tions are too dangerous for 
your child to be out we re¬ 
spect your decision. You are 
free to contact your child’s 
school to request an excused 
absence for the day. If your 
child misses school because 
your car will not start or other 
issues related to extreme cold 
temperatures those reasons 
will be counted as an excused 
absence. Please make sure 
you contact the attendance 
office at your child’s school 
to report the absence. 

Understand that the safe¬ 
ty of our staff and students is 
our top priority when making 
the decision to delay or close 
school. We can assure you 
that our school buildings are 
warm, safe and an ideal place 
for students to be when it is 
extremely cold outside. Par¬ 
ents should make sure their 
child is dressed appropriately 
for the cold weather. The dis¬ 
trict urges students to wear 
winter hats, gloves, heavy 
coats and boots. Frostbite and 
hypothermia are serious risks 
and need to be taken into con¬ 
sideration by the parents. 

To get more informa¬ 
tion on how the wind chill is 
calculated see the wind chill 
conversion chart from the 
National Weather Service.

Cummins To Lead New-Look Lady Bears 

The 2014-15 edition of Bracken County Lady Bears basketball will look quite different from the previous 4 seasons. Gone is 
a group of 9 seniors who helped guide the program to a 72-38 record, beginning with the 2010-11 season and 
ending last year. During that span, the Lady Bears also won 3 of 4 39th District championships. “We’ve had a 
good run the last several years,” head coach Patrick Kelsch stated, “but we’re not done yet.” 

Despite losing 4 of 5 starters and the top reserve from last year’s team, Kelsch is confident, primarily due 
to the return of All-Region performer Bailey Cummins. The 5’8” junior guard is one of the 10th Region’s top 
overall players and perhaps its most elite scorer. Cummins led the team last year with a scoring average of 16.2 
ppg, while shooting 49.8% from the floor. “Bailey is an outstanding player and will carry a huge load for our 
team this year,” Kelsch said of his star. “Opposing defenses will really focus on her, though, so some other kids 
will have to step up for us every night.” 

Look for center Kara Jones to be one of those players. As a junior last season, the 5’11” Jones played in 21 
of the team’s 25 games and averaged 1.8 ppg. Another senior, 5’7” Jaylyn Miller, averaged 2 ppg in 16 games 
played a season ago. 5’5” senior guard Kenzie Jefferson might join Cummins in the back court, while 5’7” senior 
forward Cassidy Collins could occupy a front court spot. 

Kelsch says he expects to have a deep bench this year, perhaps playing 10 or 11 players per night. Among those who could 
contribute off the bench are 5’6” sophomore Macy Jefferson, 5’10” sophomore Madison Kalb, 5’6” junior Hannah Deaton, 5’6” 
freshman Kinley Ruf, 5’5” 8th grader Kennedy Carl, 5’4” sophomore Catie Jo Rose, and 6’0” Sophomore Korbin Florer. 

“I like what I have seen out of this group,” Kelsch said. “A lot of people look at what we lost and they foresee a down year for 
our program. I am not one of those people. We’re going to surprise some teams this year,” he added. 

Several familiar foes litter the schedule, but Kelsch is taking his team to participate in the 1st Trust Bank Holiday Classic at 
Hazard High School for 4 games, starting on December 26th. The Lady Bears will tip the season off with consecutive home games 
against Nicholas County on December 4th and Pendleton County on December 5th. 



Youth Is The Biggest Weakness, Biggest Strength 

We are very young to say the least and will likely start 3-4 sophomores this season and have only one senior on the roster. 
Having said that, I really like our sophomore class and feel as if they have the chance to be special when all is said and done. They 
are talented and tough which should lead to positive things for our program down the road.

Williams shoots the ball 
well and has a toughness that all coaches love. Diddle also shoots the ball well from the perimeter and has the 
physical tools to mix it up in the paint a little bit and do some damage on the glass. Our lone senior Cole Todd is 
also a threat from the perimeter and should make some big shots for us throughout the year. Youth is the biggest 
weakness we have but at the same time our biggest strength. We will struggle with more physically mature teams 
but have a high ceiling and if we learn from mistakes and grow mentally we can have a solid year. The ability to 
mature, both physically and mentally will ultimately determine how good we can be. If guys like Crawford, who 
averaged 20 plus points game last year can take a leadership role and improve upon his outstanding freshman 
year we obviously get better. However, it’s just as important if not more, that guys like Hamilton, Engnes, and 
Jones all step up their games going into this season and take on the challenge of leading this team for years to 
come. All four of the guys in that sophomore class can score the basketball and all four have the ability to make others better which 
is strong combination of skills. Overall, I think we have a chance to be a pretty good basketball team this year but I understand that 
there will be some bumps in the road. We open the year with Montgomery County which will be a tough one and then follow that 
up with a trip to Knott Central who may be the best team in the state behind Trinity. Games like these are tests that will allow us as a 
staff to see what we are actually working with, where we need to make adjustments, and most significantly, how good we actually are 
as a team. We also make the trip up the road to Mason County this year which be another challenge for the guys that we hope instills 
toughness and a commitment to winning that we look to have firmly established sooner than later here at Bracken County.

THE FUTURE OF 
CORNEAL TREATMENT 


Currently, when the clear 
outer lens on the front of the eye 
(cornea) needs to be replaced, 
the cornea of a donor is used 
to conduct a corneal transplant. 
One of the most common 
transplants performed, it is 
often recommended for patients 
with vision problems caused 
by a thinning cornea (usually 
due to keratoconus), scarring of 
the cornea (due to infection or 
injury), or vision loss caused by 
cloudiness of the cornea (usually 
due to Fuchs’ dystrophy). While 
current procedures call for 
harvesting donor tissue from 
deceased individuals, researchers 
were recently able to regrow 
human comeal tissue using 
adult-derived human stem cells. 
It is hoped that this may lead to 
the future use of stem cells in 
reversing comeal damage.

As students near the end 
of the semester, they are in¬ 
variably starting to think 
about the grades that will de¬ 
termine whether their Christ¬ 
mas break is actually a joy¬ 
ous one. 

For Kentucky’s educa¬ 
tional system, our “report 
cards,” so to speak, have al¬ 
ready arrived. They came 
earlier this fall from the Prich¬ 
ard Committee for Academic 
Excellence, a non-profit or¬ 
ganization that has been a 
driving force behind educa¬ 
tion reform since the 1980s, 
and the Kentucky Council 
on Postsecondary Education 
(CPE). 

In general, these updates 
to previous studies indicate 
that the commonwealth is still 
moving in the right direction. 
Our younger students, for ex¬ 
ample, now rank among the 
top 20 states in several key 
areas or are on track to cross 
that threshold by 2020, ac¬ 
cording to the Prichard Com¬ 
mittee. 

Kentucky’s eighth grad¬ 
ers are 15th in reading, and 
fourth graders are 17 th in 
reading and 28th in math. We 
are almost dead center among 
the states in the percentage of 
high school students who are 
going on to college and who 
are getting college credit 
through AP classes. 

Other categories, mean¬ 
while, are improving more 
slowly. We are 30th in the 
percentage of adults 18 to 24 
who have a high school di¬ 
ploma and 32nd in preschool 
enrollment. That last rank¬ 
ing, however, should begin 
improving significantly next 
year because the current state 
budget calls for greatly ex¬ 
panding preschool access. 

The Prichard Commit¬ 
tee said some areas lack up- 
to-date information among 
all states, but in earlier re¬ 
ports, our fourth graders 
were fourth and eighth grad¬ 


ers 18th in science. We also 
ranked 16th when it comes 
to the percentage of students 
completing associate college 
degree programs. 

The CPE’s report takes a 
different approach in how it 
gauges progress. Rather than 
compare students with their 
counterparts in other states, it 
measures them against goals 
set about five years ago. 

With that in mind, one 
area where we are excelling 
is college readiness. More 
than two-thirds of our col¬ 
lege-bound students were 
ready for the challenge in 
2012-13, which is up from 52 
percent in 2010-11. The goal 
is to have this top 75 percent 
by CPE’s next accountability 
report. 

While that is good news, 
it’s not actually having a 
major impact on our col¬ 
lege-going rate. In fact, a 
slightly smaller percentage 
of the class of 2013 pursued 
a postsecondary education 
when compared to the class 
of 2011. 

Even so, the overall num¬ 
ber of postsecondary degrees 
and other credentials awarded 
continues to grow and has al¬ 
ready surpassed its five-year 
goal. That accomplishment 
also applies to several other 
major categories: graduate 
degrees like master’s and 
doctorates; the number of 
students transferring from 
the Kentucky Community 
and Technical College Sys¬ 
tem (KCTCS) to a four-year 
institution; and the number 
of degrees awarded in the 
STEM+H fields. That acro¬ 
nym stands for science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering, math 
and health. 

The report points out that 
some major challenges re¬ 
main. We’ve unfortunately 
seen little movement in the 
percentage of low-income 
students and under-repre¬ 
sented minority students get¬ 
ting their college degree; and 
rising costs tied to increases 
in tuition and decreases in 
available funding have made 
the hurdles a little higher for 
everyone pursuing an educa¬ 
tion. 

The hope is that the worst 
is truly behind us and that in 
the future we can build on 
the gains in the current two- 
year budget. It includes hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
new money for schools at all 
levels, including classroom 
spending and needed updates 
to our postsecondary cam¬ 
puses.

The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.
